Oat obſervanies opera qua pre ſe ferunt vanitaters 
& mendacium : ideſt eas qui ſuper ſftitioni ſtudent, & 
ea obſervant , que a vero Dei cultu animos piorum 4- 
Vocant, 

T hate them that obſerve workes carrying 4 ſhew of, 
®7 which vpbold and countenance vanity and faiſbood. 
That 15,4ate the followers and fawourers of ſuper ſtits-

on, obſerving thives which with-dray godly mindez, 
frem the true worſhip of God, 

Now whcreas ſome have Oat, other 0d:fli,God 
vateth, or 7 hate, they are all oneto one effefor 
we maſt hace whatGod hateth, we muſt love what 
God loveth , we muſt apply our ſelves to Gods 
wil!, and conforme our {elves to the fimilitude of 
God, af:er whoſe image weare made, as much as 
we Can, 

Be you perfeF,(aith our Saviour, 45 your heavenly 
Father is perfe. Therefore wee muſt hate witha 
perfe& hatred, whatſoever God hateth : as Bavid 
did, Pſal. 139. 21. ver. 

Doe wot 1 hate them 5Lord that hate thee? Doe not 1 
earnefily contend with theſe that riſe vp againſt rhee : 
Tea 1 hate them with « perfeft hatred,or wuftined ha- 
tred, 1 count them mine enemies. 

On which words one obſerveth well, The Pro- 
phctreacheth vs boldly to contemne all the hatred 
of the wicked, and friendſhip of the world, when 
they would hinder vs from ſervingGod fincerely: 

God is g004, yea goodnefle it ſelfe ; Thereforcic 
is not poffib!- butG»d ſhouldlove beſt that which 

s moſt like hiinſelfe, and hate the contrary : 
So muft we do,not love our ſclves,or that which 
15 like our ſelves, for we are naughte 

Omnis boms mendax, every man is « lyer, and the 
imaginations of mans heart are onely eviil continually 
faith God, | 

Therefore we muſt not love but hate our owee 
imaginations, inventions,and lyes ; and loye God 
who is good, and Chriſt who is truth , vnder 

| whoſe 
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whoſe lips, no vanity, no guile, no lye can lie, 

As a Father ſaith, expounding my text : Redte 
veritas odit wanitatem, quia Vauitas in falſitate con- 
{tit , 6difſe enzms aicitur id quod reprobat. 

Chrifs being truth, muſs needs hate vanity, becauſe 
wvaxity conſiſts in falſh1od,; for what « man hates that 
be rejects. 

Efau was a reprobate, rej*Red of God, becauſe 
God hated him : As we reade in the firſt of Mata. 
chy,lacob bave 1 leved,but Eſau have thated;yer here. 
in we may not imitace God,in hating any man vn- 
der pretence, that we thinke him 2 reprobate. 

We may notpreſume to enter into Gods judge- 
ments,and give ſentence of eleQion,or reprobari. 
of vpon any. Becauſe we know not , he that now 
ſtands, whether he may fall, and he that hath fal- 
ler,, whether he may riſe againe and ſtand, 

Tacreforc in that reſpeRt we muſt hate none, we 
muſt !ove our enemies and all; 

As our Saviour ſaithinthe 5, of Math. Tee have 


| heard that it bath beene ſaid of eld: Love thy neigh- 


bour, and hate thine enemy : but 1 ſay vato you, Love 
your enemies. 

And St.1ohw ſaith, 1 Bpiſt. 3,chap. He that Loverth 
wot bis brother abideth in death, and againe. hethat 
bateth his brother, walketh tn darkneſſe, and yer 2+ 
2aine,he that baterb his brother, is 4 man ſleyer, 

Was David 2 manſlayer: did he walke in dark- 
neſle, and abide in death ? becznſe he hated them 
that hold of ſuperſtitious vanities - 

No vetily : for he hated not their perſons, bur 
their iniquities, their cvill workes, and affeRions, 
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acc &id wiſh their amendment, and ſalvation, ta- 
king God for an example, of whom thus he (| pea- 
keth, in his 5. Pſal. 

T hou art not « God that loveth wickednefe, thou ha- 
teſt all them that worke wanitie_. Yet he ſaithelſe. 
where . Thow 0 Lord ſaveſf both man and beaſt, how 
excellent i thy mercy O God. 

W hich appeareth, in that he maketh his Sunne 
to ſhine, and his raine to fall upon juſt, and unjuſt. 
And as St. Pau! ſaith, bee would have alto be ſaved, 
and come t0 the knowledze of the truth, 

Therefore hee loveth the man, though he hate 
their manners, their naughrtineſſe, and vanities. 

So muſt we doe,as the Prophet Awos bids vs, in 
his 5«Ch. 15.v. Hate the evill, and love the good ; we 
muft not {imply hate, nor imply love, becauſe no 
min is {0 abſolutely evill,bur he hath ſome good- 
ncs,nor ſo abſolutely g00d,bur he hath ſome bad- 
neſs: As our Savior faith,T here & vone good butGod, 

How then ? They that hold of ſuperftictious ya. 
nities,muſt we not hate them ? Not their perſons, 
which may perhaps have ſome ſparkes, ſome tin- 
&ure of goodneſle ; but their badnefle is to be ha. 
red, and themſelyes, quatenws, fo farre forth, as 
they invent, and maintaine ſuperſtitious vanities, 
oppofite to Gods Law,which vhey ought to love. 

As David profeſicth, in his 119 Pſal.r13. verl. 
I hate aint inventions, but thy law doe 1 love. 

So muſt we love Gods law,which forbidderh I- 
dolatry, and hate vaine inventions,and the inven- 
tours of yanitics, when they would inſnarc and in- 
tangle ns with their fraudulent impeſtures, to ſe- 
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(Y) 
duce, and allure us to their ſuperſticious and idoll 
ſervices. 

So farre forth we muſt hate them, though they 
be never ſ{o neere, and deare unto us: As our Sa- 
viour teacherh us, Luke 14.26.verſe. | 

If any man come t0 me_,and hate not bu father and 
mother, brother and fifter, wife and children, bee can 
net be my Diſciple, 

That is <a, caſts not off all ffeQidns, and 
defires, which draw him from God to the world, 
from Chrift to Antichriſt. 

Sothen it is no impicty to hate our carnall and 
naturall friends, when they became our ghoſtly 
enemies, hindering Gods glory and our (alyation. 

Neither muſt wee hate them ſecretly, hold our 
tongues, and let them alone. As the Prophet Ho- 

ſea laith, Ephraim # turned after Idols, Let him alone , 
that is, trouble not your ſelves with him, he is in- 
corrigible, ina deſperate caſe, Let him alone, let 
him perifh in his ſinnes : But wee muſt endeavour 
to amend our Ephraimites, hoping to reclaime 
them from their Idols, after which of late they 
have baſtily turned. 

But it they prove ſtubborne,and ftifnecked, then 
muſt wee cry aloud,and procſaime their folly : we 
muſt diſcover their blindnefſe , and nakednefle to 
the world , we muſt perſccute them with fire and 
ſword, fire of z:alc,and ſrord ofGods w ord ha- 
viog the lawes of God, 2nd rhe King on our fide. 

As it 15 ſaid in thr 5, Apoc. 16.ver, The 10Hornes, 
that &.the 1& Nations ſha! [ hate the Whore of Babylon 
the Church of Rome, and fball make hen deſolate, anil 

naked, 
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naked, and ſhall eate her fleſh,and burne ber with fire. 

Bnt what are thoſe vaine ſuperſtitions, the hol- 
ders whereof ought to be hated ? Some thinke 
Magicall arts are meant thereby , ro which ſaith 
Pliny,Orientales populi ad inſaviam uſq; addidai ſunt, 
Te Eafterne people ranne wad after Magich, which 
Gads law viterly condemnes. 

Burt the ſuperſtitions vanities in my rext,aremore 
generall : Vanity of vanities(ſaithSelowmen)all is ve- 
zity, beſide rhe feare of God and keeping of his 
commandements. 

Thoſe vanities,laith a learned interpreterare hu- 
mane traditions, ſuperſtitious Ceremonies, which v4- 
' dermine aud overthrow both the Law and the Goſpetl, 

after which Ceremenies,Orientales, our Eaſt-wor- 
ſhippers runhe mad in a manner. 

And wharare Ceremonies: arc all vaine ? arc all 
ſuperſtitious : God forbid, 

Many are tolerable, a few neceſſary 2 

Molt arc ridiculous, and ſome abhominable. 

Indeed in the beginning, when the law was firſt 
publiſhed, it pleaſed almighty God to traine vp 
the: people of 1ſraell, wndex a multitude of Cerc. 
raonies, to keepe them incexerciſe,and helpe their 
infirmity. | 

By the externall obſervation of which,he would 
accuſtome them,to his ſpirituall worſhip,and nur- 
ture them, inhis feare and- obedience till the 
comming ofChriſt, who was the end,the comple- 
ment, the conſummation ef Ceremonies. 

For when Chriſt had appeared, who was the 
trath and ſubſtance,the Shadowes departed : _

ther would he burden his Church with tradirions 
and rudiments any longer. 

Onely to preſcrve the memory of his benefies, 
he ordained t woSacraments, & left to his Church 
liberty to mike lawes and Canons, for order and 
comelineſle »greeable to his word; 

For Ceremontarum anima, {aith one ; eff verbune 
Dei : The life and ſoule of every Ceremony is the 
word of God; withour which, itis dead and dams. 
ned. 

But Popes, andpapall Prelates, not.content 
with chat fimplicity which pleaſed the Apoſtles, 
and primitive Church ; would needes adde Cere- 
mony to Ceremony, increafing their number 1 
infinitum, till they had heapt up a world of Cere- 
monies, which they adorn'd with worldly ſplen- 
dor and bravery. | 

Aaeo ut, & Gentes & Indeos,externi cultus ſwper- 
ftitione Chriftiani vicerint,laith Szegeaine. [nſomnch 
as Chriftians have ſarpafſed both Tewes and Gentiles 
in the ſuperſtition of externall wor fhip. 

which malady,or plague rather of the Church.begau 
then to prewaile, ſaith he ; Quando relitzo verbs Der 
mundana ſapientia adminiftrari cepit religio Chrifht - 
When the government of Chrifts religion began to bee 
managed, nay mard, and mangled with worldly wiſ- 
dome ;, Goas word being abandoned. 

For now, {aith he, not ene among 4 thouſand, can tt 
content to ſerve God, in (pirit and truth ;, but be will 
affet ſome ſuper flitious Ceremonie_, to worſhip God 
therewith, 

Wherea Chrifts Chnrchin fread of many — auz 
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(3) 
frenes,of which the lewifh religion conſifled: 4 Chriſto 
«cceperit paucam,ſaith hezeademg; fat u facilliima,in- 
tellefin av7uſtiſſima, obſervatione caſtiſſima, 

The Church hath received of Chrift but a few ; and 
thoſe moſt caſie robe done, majeſticall for contemplati- 
03, chaft and vadefiled in obſervation, 

Qaidhec ad iuſulſas Cerimoniaram nugss * Quid 
ad ſuperſtitioncm pluſquam Iudaicam-? Quid ad Phi- 
laricam tyrannidem que excruciat miſeras conſcien- 
las * Guia ad tot Iaolatrie portenta ? | 

What are theſs to the trifles of unſavonry Cerems- 
nies ? To ſuperſtition wore then 1Iudaicall* To their 
divelifh tyrannie in tormenting wretched conſcieuces* 
Nay, what are they to the prodigious monflers of Por 
piſh Idplatry * 

Whereupor hee concludeth : Now eſſe Carems- 
niarum multitudiue owerandum Eccleſiam : Chriſt 
Church may not be overwhelmed with au Ocean Sea of 
Ceremonies. 

Ic muſt flye the ſuperfluous furniture of pom- 
pous ritcs, and Papall Pageants, deviſed onely rg 
aſtoniſh ſimple people, ro raviſh their eyes, and 
mindcs, and to amaze? them with admiration, 

Now indeed the originall cauſe of moſt of our 
ſuperlitions Ceremonies,is thac Popith opinion, 
thkac Chrifts Church hath yet Prieſts Sacrifices 
and aſtars. | 

Whereas in truth Chriſt was ſent of God to be 
the laRtPrieft, which ſhould offer the laſtSa3crifice, 
: pon the laſt altar, that ever the world ſhould 

ave. 

He h«8;(aith Paut, Hebr.7 . Aparobaton Jeroſunee ; 
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( 9) 
a Frief hood which conld nat paſſe or be reſigntd to any 
et her : He was not to have any ſucceſſor being a Prieff 
forever after the order of Melcbiledeck. 

Having neither beginning of dayes, nor end of life, 
but made like unto the Sonne of God abideth a Prief 
contimudlly, 

Not made «5 the ſonnes of Aaron were after the law 
of a carnall commandemest ; but afier the power of ay 
exdleſſe life ; ſaith he, in the 16. verſe, For they be- 
ing mortal] men could not otherwiſe continue but 
by their lincall ſucceeding of their dying fathers 
one after another till che paſhon of Chriſt, 

After whoſe Sacrifice offcred on the Croſſe , 
which was the concluſion and conſummation of 
all Sacrifices : the whole Ceremoniall Law, Mofai- 
call Sacrifices, and Prieſtaood, were to ced. with 
the beautifull Temple, and altar therein. 

Oancly the Sacrifice of prayer,ot praiſe, &thankſ- 
piving, whichevery faithfull man and woman 
muſt offer roGad vpon the moſt holy altarChriſt, 
is left to the Church, | 

So 7reneus cals himgdib.g. Altere noſtramChriftua, 
Chriſt & our altar. And Epiphanime (aith, Chriflus 
eb Vidtima, Sacerdos , aliare, Dew & homo, omni 

in omnibus pronobis facie : Chriſt is the Sacrifice,the 
Prief, the altar, both God and man, made allin all 
for our ſakes. 

To revive therefore and raiſe vp againe Iewiſh 
types and figures long fince dead and buried , in 
bringing in 2ltars in ftead of Tables, Pricſts in 
Read of Miniſters,propiriatory Saorifices in ficad - 
of Sacraments, Jt is not Antichriſtiaa prefump- 
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(10) 
tion, and ſzcrilegious impiety,robbing Chriſt of 
his honour, andvs of our falvation ? 

W hat is it el ſe but an apoſtacy ? a publike pro- 
ecſtation to renounce the onely ſacrifice, and the 
onely ſacrificer Chriſt leſus. 

It is the reiteration,ſaith alearned writer,of the ex. 
piatory ſacrifice offered by Chriſt vpon the altay of the 
croſſe, and the ſurrozation of an vpſtart Prieff , for 
Chriſt the eternall Sacrificer, aud Prieft for ever aftcr 
the order of Mclchiſedeck, 

The ordinary Glofſeiaith well, Externi ritns & 
ceremonies Eecis, quia futrunst vmbra Chriſti tum 
venturi, & myſteriorum, ideo adveniente veritate E- 
vangelica,illicita farts ſaunt,gr evannerunt : The ex- 
ternall rites and Ceremonies of the Law, becauſe they 
were ſhadowe s of Chriſt to come, and of his myſteries. 
therefore the truth of the GoſpeiL being once come they 
are made )nlawfull, and have vaniſhed ont of fight. 

They ought not then to be patternes or preſj- 
dents for Chriſtians to follow ſincethe comming 
of Chriſt who hath accompliſhed all, 

And the renewing of +hem derogiateth muck 
from Chriſts ſoveraignc ſacrifice, for ir implyerh 
imperfcRion in the ſame, AsSt. Paw proverh, by 
the legall ſacrifices offered fo ofren becauſe they 
were ImperfteR, 

Origes writcth thus in his Treatiſe onAMatrhew, 
weriente Principe Sacerdotum, the Prince of Prieſts be. 
ing come, the Prieſt in figure ceaſed, T he temple mad: 
of ſlones is deflroyed to gtve place to the Temple made 
of lively flowes : Effoſſum eft altare quod erat Deor- 
frm : The altar below on Earth was broken downe 
| | becauſe 
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becauſe the heavenly altar had appeared. 

W hat have wee then to doc with them if they 
be paft and gone 2 Surely nothing. True Chri. 
ſtians ever fince their Lords death, have leftthem 
both Prieſts and altars to Iewes and Gentiles, 

But the Whore of Babylows baſtardly br ood,do- 
ting vpon their Mothers beauty,chat painted Har- 
fot the Church of Rowe, have laboured to reſtore 
her all her robes and jewels againe : eſpecially her 
looking glaſſe the Maſle, in which ſhe may beiold 
all her bravery. 

Fer they deſpiſing the plaine ſimplicity and 
modeſt attire of thar grave matron Chriſts holy 
ſpouſe have turned her officers all out of dores 
withall h:zr houſhold ſtuffe,her Tables, her cups, 
her bookes, her communions, the very names of 
her Miniſters,and ſuck like words ved by the ho- 
ly Ghoſt through the new Teſtament. 

In Read whereof the words Prieft, andalcar, are 
taken vp by them , becauſe without Prieſt no S1- 
Crifice can be offered, without Pri: it and Sacrifice 
there isno vie ofan Altar : and without all three, 
Pricft, S2crifice,and altar,there can be no M2flz, 

But tae Maſe comming in brings in withican 
inundation of Ceremonics,croffcs, and Crucifx. 
es, and Challices, and Images, Copes, and Can- 
dicſticks, and Tapers, and Baſ5as, :nd athoufand 
ſuch Trinokets, which attend vpon theMaſſe : All 
which wce have ſecne in this church fince the 
Communion table was turned to an Altar, 

Yer indced it i5 no altar,that's but a nick-name, 


it is wrongfully ſo called. For if it be an altar there 
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(12) 
mat needes bee a Sacrifice offered by a Prieſt to 
Ged, but inthe communion nothing is offered 
to God but prayers, but praiſe and thankſgiving, 
which the hearts and lips of all faichfull com. 
municants offer to God by theirMediator Chrift; 

They lay them not ona Table, they lay not 
their thanks,they lay nottheir prayers ypon anal- 
rar, either of wood, or ſtone, as the Aaronicall 
Prieſts, laid their burnt effcrings and incenſe. 

We ſer indeed the bread and wine vpon the ta- 
ble, beſigning them to a Sacramentall yſe by the 
conſecration of Gods holy word: we doe nor offer 
them to God, but God offereth them, and giverh 
themto vs,and with them his ſonne Chrift,if we 
be faithfull and worthy receivers. 

To ſuch they are indeed and in truth ſpiritually, 
and Sacramentally, the very body and blood of 
Chriſt, then which more holy things the whole 
world aftordethnot. 

But if it bee an Altar as Maſle-prieſts andoar 
Priefts yſeto call it ; and the body and blood of 
Chriſt a Sacrifice to God offered thereon, then is 
the Altar better, and more holy then the body of 
Chit, for it ſanRifieth it. | 

\{arke this, if the table whether wood or ſtone 
be an altar, it is better then the body of Chriſt, 
and holier,(whichto ſay or thinke is horrible blaſ- 
phemy ) itis holier I ſay, becauſe it ſaactificth 
Chriſts body and blood if it be an altar; 

For without contradiftion ſaith theApoftle,Yeb, 
7,7.V,The leſſe is blefſed of the better, proving there- 
by that Melchiſedrck was a better man then | va 

am, 
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baw,and we know that to bleſle is to Conſecrate or 


ſanQifte, | 
So faith our Saviour in the 23:0fXatth.3,v. re- 


prooving the Phariftes,who taught,whoſoever ſhall 


ſweare bv the alzar it is nothing, but whoſoever ſhall 
ſcare by the gift, that & the ſacrifice vpon the altar, 
he is guilty. Tee fooles and blind, whether is greater 
the gift or the altar that ſanttifieththe gift. So ſay 1 
to ſuch fond & ignorant teachers, who call them- 
ſelves Prieſts and the Tablean altar, | 
Ye blind popifhPrieſts vaderſtand yee not, that 
by cteting an altar ye advance it above the body 
of Chriſt, ye make it better then Chriſts body, by 
making it a ſacrifice ſarified by the altar.” 

And Iam verily perſwaded that ſome there are, 
who cſteeme more of itthen they doe of Chriſts 
body. 

For [ have ſcene, I have ſcene I fay the Pricſt(ſo 
will he nceds be called)take vp the body 8: blood 
after conſecration,and holding them in his hands, 
make a low leggeto the altar, ind before hee ſer 
them cawne ag2ine bow himſelfe devoutly and 
wo1ſhip the altar, 

He yeelded no reverence at all to Chriſts body, 
acither when he held it in his owne, nor whcn he 
had dcliyercd it, into the receivers hands- 

Whsz: is it to preferre a ſtores or a piece of wood 
befor: the >ady of Chriſt it this >e not,to bow to 
hisaltar, and not te his body, to make many legs 
tothe Kings chaire,and none tothe King himſelf. 

And this isevident by their daily praQife, for 
the altaris cvery day worſhipped with ducking ro 
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it, though there be no Communion, nor any man 
there; Chriſts body is not worſhipped with duck» 
ing, no not at the Communion : Is it not worſe 
then Popery ? | 

But the Fathers many times Call it an A/ray, Ir is 
true, for the myſtery of iniquity began berime to 
worke by ſmall beginnings lurking in words. 

Sacerdotes,altaria, Prieſts, and attars, and reje. 
Qingthem which Gods (pirit had taught, and the 
Apoltles ever vied, Miniftros & Menſas, Miniſters 
and Tables, that way might be inadefor Antichrift 
and his abominable ſacrifice of the Maſſe. 

Yet the Fathers worſhipped not their altars:Ter- 
zullian, (ith Bellarmine was the firſt that mentioneth 
geniculation, that is ducking toAltars, which hee 
learned of his Maſter Montanns, the firſt founder 
of croſſings, and duckings, and many other Cere- 


moniall fooleries, to which hee annexed the gitt 
ofthe holy Ghoft. 


For Tertullian, ſairh Chemmitius was the authour, 
091ninm fere CeremoniarumPapiſticarum,in a manner 
of all Popiſh Ceremonies. 

Wherfupon aroſe an opinion that Montanns the 
herctick was the holy Ghoſt ; thar he claimed the 
name,vertue,and dignity of the holy Ghoſt,which 
is not credible ſo learned a DoGour a5 Tertullian 
cculd beleeve. 

Bur he aſcribed as the Papifts doe, ſuch power 
and holineffe to the Ceremonies which Moewtanus 
had deviſed, that without them nonc could bee 
partakers of the holy Ghoſt. 

As ifthe holy Ghoſt were annexedto Ceoremo- 
Nics, 
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nies, included in Ceremonies, collated by Cere. 
MQnics. | 
Whereupon ſaith Bugenhagins a learned German, 
The Church of Rome condemned Montanus for an he- 
reticke, andyet nevertheleſſe retained his hereſies, 

Which, ſaith he,hereby is manifeſt, in that the books 
which defend his __ are preſerved, but the workes 
of thoſe Fathers which confuted them are loſt. 

Montanus therefore was the firſt Altar worſhip- 
per, and they that now imitate him in ducking to 
Altars are little better then hereticall Montaniits. 

But give me leave I pray you to aske this quefti- 
On, why bow you notthe knee to the font alſo, it 
being Lavacrum regenerationis, the laver of regene- 
ration, as honorable, and a more neceſlary Sacra- 
ment. 

For without Baptiſme none can bee ſaved, as 
ſometeach, bur many that are baptized dye,before 
they come tothe yeares of diſcretion, and proba- 
tion, that they may be fit to receive the Commu- 
nion, yet we {eenone make leggs tothe Font. 

Why doe they not - Chriſt is as much preſent 
thereandas really, and the Font is an Altar as 
well as the Table, and fo it was termed in the pri- 
mitive Church by Prudentins, who lived 1300. 
yeares agoc. 

Who ſpeaking of a combate betwecne Chaſltiry 
and Luſt, after Chaſtity had killed Luft.

Having waſhed aw.y her ſpots in Baptiſme ſhee con- 

C ſecrates 
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(ecrates her Sword, wherewith ſhe ſlew hey enemies, to 

the Catholick Church,andhangs it up, Fontis ad Aram, 

atthe Altar of the Font. Loe here the Font alſo is 
called an Altar. 

Therefore honour ye the Font as well as the Ta- 
ble, with oneand the ſame worſhip of bowing the 
knee to it,or elſe you are Hereticks, affording more 
holinefſe and more dignity to one Altar, and to one 
Sacrament,then to the other. | 

For either your worſhip is religious, or civill 
if it be civill, ye are abſurd idiots in honouring 
ſtocks and ſtones, more then any poore man who 
15 the image of God , for who will lowt too low to 
a beggeras to ſweep the ground with his beard,if it 
benot very ſhort. : 

If it be religions, you are moreabſurd in prefer- 
ring the memory of Chriſts body and blood, be- 
fore the whole Trinity - Seeing you are baptiſed in 
the nameof the Father, and of the Sonne, and,of 
the Holy Ghoſt , and not in the Name of Chriſt 
alone, - 

The Lords Table thereforeand the Font they 
are Altars both alike, as an apple and an egg are 0- 
nions both alike ; that is neither of them properly 
and truly, though they have a kind of reſemblance : 
ana being both alike, and of equall worthineſſe, 
why are they ſo farre put aſunder,the whole length 
of the Church, one at the head, theother at the 
tooce ? 

Why are they not ſet in the body of the Church 
or quire, being the fitteſt place to receive the grea- 

, teftaſſemblics and moſt Communicants, | 

.] | Why 
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Why is the Altar lifted up to the top of the San- 
Auary or Chappell, or the Font not admitted {o 
much as to the bottome ? Iris not ſuffered to ſtand 
in the wonted place behinde the quire doore,why 
is one preferred as holier then the other, being 
Sacraments of equall dignitie. 

In S*. Peters Church at Zuricke the Lords Table 
and the Font or Baptiſtery ſtood both in one place, 
as witneſſeth Hoſpinian: and ſo they ſtood here 
all the time of our former Biſhops, till che proud 
Altar mounting aloft, ſhouldered the poore Fone 
out of the quire , and toſſing ir from poſt to pillar 
thruſt it almoſt quite out of dores. 

DoeT ſay almoſt ? 'tis out of the Church quite, 
for one thing is Templam,another thing is Eccleſsa. 

Eccleſia is the Church where a congregation of _ 
people uſeth to aſſemble, ro heare the word prea. 
ched, which in Latine is Corcio, and it ſignificth 
not onely the Sermon, but cetum, the multituda 
meeting together to heare Gods word. | 

And the Preacher is called Eccleſiaſtes, or Cow. 
cionpator, derived from the ſame words, 

Whereupon I conclude that where no congre- 
gation uſerh to meete to heare Sermons, that place 

is no Church; and conſcquently the Font being ſet 
inno place of aſſembly, it is not in the Church: I 
confeſle it is, i» Templs, in part of this vaſt fabrike, 
but there it is where the people never meet to heare 
Gods word preached,no more then they doe in 
the ſteeple where the bells hang. 

For this cauſe S. Bernard reprehended in his 


time, Temploram immenſas altitudines, & immode. 
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ratas longitudines; the exceſsrve height, and immode- 
rate lengths of Temples. 

Why ſo ? becauſe he miſliked worldly magnifi. 
cence in the ſpirituall ſervice of God, who dwells 
not in Temples made with hands. 

Alſo, becauſe hee would not have the Miniſter 
and people ſundred, nor ſcattered abroad in ſpati- 
ous roomes, but joyned together as neer as mighr 
bee. Who ſtanding inthe midſt,vulgi tante corona, 
the people all about him, round ina ring, he may 
better be heard, and they edified. 

Forall things in the Church, ought to bee done 
to edification, ſaith Paxu/e, which then is beſt, when 
the Miniſter abides with the people, orthey draw 
neeretohim: Hee may not runne awayina Cope, 
as farre as he can get him from the congregation. 

Burt what a tricke is this which our newfangled 
Ceremony-mongers have taken up of late, to goe 
in a Cope tothe Altar, to ſay two or three prayers 
after the Sermon 2 why uſe they this ceremony, nor 
mentioned in the Communion booke or Canons ? 

Why ſuffer they not the Preacher to diſmiſle the 
congregation with the bleſſing of Gods peace as 
was wont to be done, and our laſt Biſhop eſteemed 
to be beſt ? | 

Howdare they put off,and put on a Cope ſo often 
in one ſervice, not onely to pray, but to reade the 
Epiſtle and Goſpel, and ten commandements at 
the Altar onely, and no other place wiere the Le- 
tany and other ſervice is read, there being no ſuch 
thing appointed in the Booke of Common prayer? 
And the Canons according to the advertiſements 
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publiſhed in the ſeventh yeare of Queene EliJa- 
beth, commanding no Copesto be uſed, but Surpli- 
ces, when all other Prayers are ſaid at the Commu- 
nion Table ; ſave onely at the adminiſtration of the 
holy Communion. | 

Why doethey theſe things contrary to law, and 
never done in our Church before fince the Maſle 
was baniſhed ? 

Is it becauſe they are enamoured with Copes ? do 
they dote upon Copes ? 

Or are Pſalmes and Chapters read inthe body of 
the Church not for good Goſpel, nor fo worthy to 
be coped 2 

Or is there ſo neere affinitic betweene Copes and 
Altars, are they fo married together that they can 
not be parted ? | 

Or thinke they their prayers and other ſervice 
more holy inſuch Prieſtly veſtments, i» ſantto ſan- 
forum, in that moſt holy place ſo devoutly duckr 
unto, by our fooliſh, bewitched, and beſorted Ga- 
lathians. | 

Againe, why ſing they the Nicew Creed in a Cope 
atthe Altar, the boouke appointing it to bee {aid as 
the Apoſtles Creed is faid, not ſung. | 

Why make they the people to ſtand up when it 
is ſung, that ceremony of ſtanding being forbidden 
by law, by which you that ſtand, ( marke what [ 
fay) you that ſtand are to bee puniſhed for obeying 
ſuch unlawfull commands, as I mcane to prove 
when time ſhall ſerve ? 

Laſtly, why forbid they finging of Pſalmes in 


ſuch arune, as all the people may ſing with them, 
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and praiſe God together , before and after Ser? 
mons, as by authority is allowed, and heretofore 
hath been practiſed both here and inall reformed 
Churches. 

How dare they in ſtead of Plalmes, appoint An- 
thems, ( little better then prophane Ballads ſome 
ofthem) I ſay,ſo many Anthemsto be ſung, which 
none of the people underſtand, nor all the fingers 
themſelves, whichthe Preface ro the Communion 
booke, and the Queenes InjunRions, will have cut 
off, becaule the people is not edified by them 2 

Ic is for ſpite they beare to Geneva, which all pa- 
piſts hate, or for the love of Rome, which becauſe 
they cannot imitate in having Latine ſervice, yet 
they will come as neer itas they can, in having ſer- 
vice in Engliſh ſo faid and ſung, that few ornone 
can underſtand the ſame 2 I blame not the fingers, 
moſt of which miſlike theſe prophane innouations, 
though they be forced to follow them > 

Their guides are in fault,blinde guides,members 
of our Church, rotten members I doubr, of higher 
degree; to whom all men and women are rank puri- 
tans and ſchiſmatiks,to be thruſt out and expeld,if 
they refuſe to dance after their fantaſticall pipe in 
every idleceremony. 

Theſe crye with the Jewes, Templum Domini, 
Templum Domini : The Church of God, the ſerviceof 
God; when indeed their whole ſervice is little elſe 
then ſuperſtitious vanitie, 

What is it but hypocriticall and Phariſaicall de- 
votion £ Under the-colour of long prayer, mor- 
ning, and evening, and Midday, they — 

what 
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what deyoure they 2 Not poore widowes houſes, 


but rich benifices, whole townes and villages, 

For ſeldome ſhall you ſcea ſtout ceremony-mon- 
ger, butthe ſame will alſo be a notorious Non-refi. 
dent, a very Tot- Quot ; not content with one of 
two little ones, but foureor five great preferments 
and dignities. 

And ſtill he aſpireth and climeth higher, never 
thinking himfſelfe ſufficiently rewarded for his 
great learning, and ſervice of God, in fitting at 
Church three times aday, to heare men Pipe, and 
chaunr, and chaunt himſelfe where te liſteth, 

A baſe imployment, prohibited by Pope Gre- 


goryhimſelfe ; who ſpeaking de cantu Eccleſiaſtico, 


hath theſe words. 

Prohibitum eſt ne quis in Eccleſia cantet, niſuinferi- 
ores ordines, Vipote Subdiacont ; Diacont verolettions 
& predicationt incumbant. Ft i forbidden , ſaith the 
Pope, that any chaunt in Churches, but men of meane 
degree; none above Subdeacons ; but Miniſters or Dea- 
cons, muſt apply themſelves to reading and preaching ; 
for that makes moſt for the peoples edification, to 
which all muſt be done. 

And when we take orders of the Biſhops, charge 
is givento reade,” and preach Gods word, not to 
fing : any lewd Lay-man candoe that, without 
laying on of a Biſhops hands, without conſecrati- 
ON. 

S', Paul ſaith, I was not ſent to baptiſe ( much leſſe 
to ſing in a quire ) but to preach. And woe to me, ſaith 
he,if 1 preach not the Goſpell: he ſaithnot,woero me, 
if I obſerve not the canonicall houres of devotion 
inſinging. ' * 27 on_ 
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This makes me call to remembrance, a ſtrange 
ſpeech little betterthenblaſphemy, uttered lately 
by a young man, in the preſence of his Lord, and 
many learned men. 

T had rather goe forty miles to a good ſervice, they 
two miles to a Sermon. (Os durum. ) 

And what mcant he by a good {erviee e his mea- 
ning was manifeſt ; where goodly Babyliniſhrobes 
were worne, imbroydered with images. 

Where he might beare a delicate noiſe of fingers, 
with Shakebuts, and Cornets, and Organs, and if 
it were poſſible, all kinde of Muftcke, ufcd at the 
dedication of Nabachodonoſors golden Image. 

To ſuch a dainty ſervice of heavenly Harmony, 
the ſingular devotion, and hot zeale of this holy 
man, would carry him over hills and dales,through 
fire and water, rather forty mules, then two miles 
to a Sermon. 

How thinke you ? was not this a profane, wit- 
lefſe, graceleſſe, Antichriſtian ſaying, which pre- 
ferreth piping,and ſinging before Gods ordinance 
of preaching. 

Yet learhed _Aretius,that famous Helwvertian Di- 
vine, ſticks notto ſay : 1n Papatu, cantus Eccleſtaſti- 
aſticus omnia peſſundat, adeo ut pro dodtrina, perpetus 
regnet Muſica. Inthe Popes Kingdome Church chaun. 
ting marrs all, inſomuch as in ſtead of the perpetuall 
ſounding of Goas holy wordjn the hearts of the faithfull, 
the ſound of "uuſicall melodie, rings in their eares, and 
raignes intheir mindes, they are fo tickled nay ra. 
\iſhed with the delight thereof. 

But whatſay you by him whoaccuſtng our fathers, 
not 
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fat long ſince ſaid: when they h2d baniſhed Popery 
by taking away the Maſſe, that they rooke awzy all 
religion,and the whole ſervice of God, they called 
it a reformation,ſairh he, but it was indeed a defor- 
mation, whereby Gods ſervice was tilordered and 
mar's. | 
Bur now the caſe is altered,for of late yeares,Re- 
ligion hath beene begun, prettily well to bz reftored 
2g1ine in this Church : and by the boldneſle of re- 
{olute and couragious Officers , way is madefor 
reducing of the Maſſe. 

For before wee had Miniſters, 2s the Scripture 
ealls them,we had Communion rables, wee had Sar 
craments : but now wee have Prieſts, and Sacrifices 
and Altars,with much Altar-furniture, and many 
Mafiing implements, Nay what want we ? have got 
all Religion againe e 

For if Religion confiſt in Altar-ducking, Cope- 
wearing,Organ playing,piping and fingiog, 

Croſſing of cuſhions, and kiffing of clours, oft 
ſtarting up,and ſquatrirg downe, nodding of heads, 
and whirling about, till cheir noſes ſtand Exſtward, 


Sctting Bafons on the Altar, Candlcſticks ard 
C:rucifixes, burning Waxe-candles, in exceſſive 
number,when and where there is no uſe of Lights. 


» And that which is worſt of gf}, guildirg of An- . 


gels,and garniſhing of Images, and ſctting them up 
alofr, whereas La#antius ſaith procul dubio ibi nulla 
eft religio vbi ſunt Simulucra : wihout dombi there i 
yo religion in that Charch,where 1inages are placed. 
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If I fay Religion confiſts in'thele and ſuch like ſy. 

Perſtitious Viuitics, Ceremoniall fo 2lerics, apiih 
pes, and popith trinckets,we hal never more Re- 
ligion then now, 

And thaurh our Lituraie_ bee not in .atin? »,yet 
order is taten by confaſeane({[e of voices ſome ſquiaking, 
ſome bleating ſomeroaring & thand:ering wth a mult: - 
rude of melod;ous inflruments, hat the greateff part of 
the (erwice, is ne better wnderſlood, then if it were in 
Hebrew or Ir:fh. 

Nay rhe Sacrzment it ſclie is ruined well neare 
into a theatricall tage plzy, that when mens mindes 
(ould be occupied abour hexyenly meditations, of 
Chrifts bitter death and p3ſh 20,0t rheir 071 finaes, 
of faithand rep2nrtznce,o: the goyes of heaven, and 
the rormznts of hel! : ar that very, ſeafon.very unſea- 
ſonably, their cares are poſſeſt wich pleaſant tunes, 
and their eyes fed with pompous ſp:Racles, of gli. 
ſtering picures,and hiſtrionicall geſtures,repreſen- 
ting unto us ApoYo's ſol:maities in his Temple at 
Delos which the Pocrdeſcribeth in his fourth of his 
Z&1c1ds. 

Iuflauratq, choros, mifliq; Altaria circun, 

Creteſq, Dryopeſq, fremunt piftiq, Agathyrſs, 

Our young Ayor Lo repiireth rhe quire, end ſets 
it out gaily, with ſtrange Baby loniſh ornaments,the 
hallowedPricfts dFfcec abour the altar,making prety 
Tporr,and fincpaſtime, wich trippings, 1nd turaings, 
and croſfings,and crouchings; while Cretes, Drys- 
Fe/q;$ifig, Acathyrſi, Caoiſters, and (tnging men,

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Arc theſe ceremonies fit for the holy Commus 
nion ? Doe this, ſaith Chriſt, in remembrance of me,

Was there an altar inthe chamber where hee 
ſupts Did Chriſt pet on a Cope laden with images?

OUS vanitics,l hate them. 

A decent Cope is commanded by our canons to 
be uſed ſomerimes,onely at the Communion, 

W hcther a ſtately Cope, 2 ſumpruous Cope, a 
Cope imbroydered with [dols, of filvzr,gold, and 
pearle: a mock-Cope,a ſcorntull Copc,uſeda long 
time at Maſſe andMay-games,as ſome of ours were, 
Whether I ſay {ucha Copc,be a decent cope, fit for 
the Lords table judge ye beloved. 

And it you condemne thcm,as you cannot chooſe 
if you be good Chriſtians, kow dare yee commanni - 
cate with us in our ſupctſtitious vanitics. 

Have you not Churches at homie ;n your owne Pari- 
ſhes not yet polluted with Idols, and Communion Tables 
x67 yet changed «110 altars? 

Whcre you may receive with comfort the holy

God appointed altrarsto be ſetup by King Salo- 
mew, inhis Templeat lernſalew: They were true 
Alcars, typcs and figures ©; Chriſt ro come, as the 
Pricſts and Sacrifices were : yet Gods people bow- 
ed not rotaem,nor worſhipped them.

The lewes had onely twoaltars , they were fi- 
gurcs of Chriſt cocome : thoſe thadowes are paſt 
and gone : the alcars are demoliſhed : you may nor

God will wound the hairy ſcalpe,faith Davia, of 
him that Continucth in his wickednefſe, Take heed 
of Gods vengeance, if you continue in your foily, 
which I pray God give yougraceto leave.

Origenand Arnobiasteſtifie, that the Gentiles in 
their time,1400.ycars fince,madcehe ſame objeQion 
againſt Chriſtians,thar they had not altars. 

If therefore there were none inthe primitive 
Church, which was moſt pure; why ſhould we bor- 
zow them now of the corrupt Popiſh Church ?

them. {{xteenc hundred yeeres, How long Lord, how 
long wilt thou avenge our blgod ? and yer poorefſoules

«nd by whom 1 « oxely lawfoll for vs 10 offer the ſecri. 
fice of hearts and lipps,towit onr humble prayers to God 
the Father.)

Jantwer,lc w2snever out ofthe Kings Chappe!, 
(at leaſt rhe name of a8 altar ) fincerhe firſt rector - 
reationin King Fdwerds time,if it had,3 ſuppoſe it 
had never conc in 23ain%gin ms rcligions tuccefiors 
r212NC. 

Br it hath bin by Law cjc Red out of this Ckurch, 
2nd changed into 2 ſacred Table, #icran trapezan, as 
Chryſoftome calls ir, I marvell therefore,what law- 
lefle man could reftore it without law. 

* Againe, what have we to doc withimitation of the 
court?May we be ſo ſawcy,asto imitate theKing in 
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- all chioge'ls ic not treaſ6?Ts itnot rebellis ſoto do? 


What bold preſumption is this in a Prieft or Pre* 
late cotake vpon him to be like the King without 
his leave, and not to ſuffer for his Mjz:ity ro have 
ſomething extraordinary, zbove the vulgar fortin 
magnificence and ſtate, 

The King commands us to obey his Lawes , not 
imitate his Chappell contrary to his lawes, which 
bind Cathedrall Churches as well as the reft, none 
areexempred,none can be diſpenſt withall. 

The law is this, 7TheC ammuniouTable ot Altar ſhall 
ſtand in the body of the Chnrch,or Chancel here mor- 
ning and evening prayer be appointed to be ſaid,and;he 
Mrnifter ſhall ſtand at thenorth fide of tbe T able, 

Therefore our Communion table muſt ſtznd as ic 
had wont to doe,in the midſt of the quire:nor ar the 
eaſt end,as farre as is poſſible f:6 the people, where 
no part at all of evening prayer is ever ſaid,and buta 
peece of the morning,and that never till of late, 

Neither muſt the table be placed along from north 
to ſouth,3s the Altar is ſer,bur from Exiſt to Weſt as 
the cuſtome is ofall reformedChurches: otherwiſe, 
che Miniſtcr cannot ſtand at the north ſide, there be- 
ing neither fade toward the North, y 

AndIrtrow there are buttwo tides of along table, 
and two cnds: making ic {quare,and then it wi!l have 
foure {1des,and no end,or toure ends,2nd no fide, at 
which any Minifter can ftand to celebrate, 

I confeſle, it is not mareriall , which way a man 
rurne his face, when he miniſters 2nd prayeth,if it be 
left 2$ 4 thing indifferent, without ſuperſtition. 

As St. 4uguſtine ſaith Cum quis querit orare,collocat 
membra ficut ei occurrit whe any man goes about to pray 
be placeth his bedy,as occaſion ſerverh, 
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And St. Paul exhorterhevery man to life up pure 
hands,whethec towards th2 Eaſt, or Weſt, it makes 
no mattcre 
Yer indeed,it is more dangerons to pray toward 
theeaſt,bccaule che idolatrous Heathen which wor- 
ſhipped the Sun riſing, did fo. 

And it was thz cuſtome of the-Jewes,to pray weſt 
ward,left they ſhould beentiſcd,to worſhiptheOri. 
enr:all Sunne, as the Heathen did. 

Which God himſelfe in the 8 chap: of Ezek 16.0, 
reckoneth among the abominariss of the idolatrous 
Iſraclites,who turning their backs towards theTem- 
-le, worſhipped the Sunne towards the Eaſt. 

But the Iewes, ſaith Bellarmine which ſervedtheLord 
prayed towards the Weſt: Therefore Chriſtians muſt 
curne them toward the Ezft, 

A beld reaſon: The Iewes did well in avoiding all 
occaſion of Idolatry;vnto which the vulgar ſort is 
too prone: as appeareth by the people of this place, 
how ſoone learned they to bow down to the Altar, 
& worſhip it! The Jews ſay did well,therfore may 
Chriſtians doe ill, in imitating the idolarrous Gen- 
tiles,in that fooliſh,popifh,ſuperſtitious obſervatis, 
of turning their faces eaſtward when they pray. 

And why may wee not imitate the Jewes, in the 
thing they did well, the reafon of their ſo doing be- 
ing not cercrmoniall, but moral} '? | 

The ceremonial law is indeed abrogated,therfore 
we may not retaine it ; but the morall law is till in 
force, binding bath Jewes and Chriſtians to avoid 
Ldolatiy. | 

But ſee the ſhameleſnefſeof a doting Teſuire : he is 
content rye ſhould imitate the Iewes in their cere- 
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monies, long fince diſanulled and ended, in having 
Alcars, Sacrifices,Prieſts,prieſtly veſtiments, oynt- 
ments, incenle : But he will not have us be like che 
Tewes, in caſtiaz Idols out of our Churches,and 1n 
ſhanning all occaſions of idolatry, by turning our 
backes on the Eaſt, when we pray as they did, 

Our good Princes,2nd learned Biſhops,when they 
b:gan roreforme the Church of England, were care- 
full that we ſhould belike the Jewes rather ia this 
point,then the idolatrous Papifts,or Gentiles, 

And therefore they ordained by Law, that the 
Communion Table ſhould not ſtand Alear-wiſe, the 
two ends looking to the South and North, as of pur- 
poſe Altars were ſer in Popery,that the Matle prieſt 
might ſtand on the Weſt fide, with his face toward 
the Ezſt,and his backeto the people, 

But contrariwiſe, they appointed the table to bee 
placed in the midft of che Church, to be moveable, 
taſtned ncither co wall,nor fAloore,the ends ſtanding 
from Eaſt to Weſt .as I ſaid before, 

And they preciſely injoyned the Miniſter to ſtand 
#t the celebration of the Lords Supper,on the north 
ſide of the Table, ro theintenr they ſhould not bee 
like ſuperſtitious ſhavelings. | 

W hich makes me to wonder at the prefumptuous 
boldnes of him,or the, which immedigtly after the 
death of our laſt Icarned Biſhop, before we had ano+ 
ther,abour 11. ycares agoc,tooke upon him( I knaw 
not by what authority) to alrerthe ſituation of the 
Communion table,from the old manner of ſtanding 
which it had kept in all Biſhops times, from the be- 
ginning of Queen El:z4beths raign,ſave onely when 
the Rebels poliſcſtrhis church, & ſang Maſle therein, 
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The Lords table J ſay eleven years agoe was turned 
Ito an altar,and to placed,that the Miniſter cannot 
ſtand to do his office on the north ſfide,as the law ex- 
prefly chargeth him co doe, becauſe rhere is no fide 
of the table ſtinding Northward, 

He Jlay that contrary to law durſt doethis,in imis 
tation of Papiſts and Rebels,deſerves he nor ro bee 
ſharply cenſured ? Why doe [I ſay durſt he doeit *

A Divell & a Frier will adyenturc ſtrangely: J have 
keard of a Divell that preache,l have heard-ofa Frizr 
chat preacht ina rope; but J never heard of cither 
Divell or Fryer,that preached in a Cape- 

But why is the Communion table fer in the Exft 
end of the Church , and notin the Weſt end, or 
midcle rather;,whereas Socrates faith,in his 5 booke, 
21.chap.thatin a Temple at ,Antrochthe Altar was 
placed at the weſt end. 

And Gentean Hervet,a popiſh wricer,deſcribing the + 
faſhion of the Grecke Church ac this rime,faith, /» 

Gracorum Templis,unicum eft Altare,idq.in medioCho- 
ro + TheGracians have bat one Altar in aChurch,and 
' that in the middle of the Quire., 

Therefore neither the Grec/axs, nor the people of 
Anttoch,looked caſtward,bur rather weſtward when 
they praycd. | 

Bixizs alſo and Bawzigs ſay,that becauſe the Mani- 
chees which did worſhip the Sunne prayed towards the 
Eaft, Lo the firſt oraained, that to diſcerne Catholikes 
from Heretickt, Ag Occidentem conver; Dewn _ : 
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The Cathol:k; ſhon!/dworfoip teward the Weſt, 

Afterward Dy the conſtitation of Pope Virilige, To 
was ordained, that rhe Minifler fading at the Altar 
frouldpray toward the Weſt. 

'Tr came therefore trom Antichriſt torcſtroine 
Chriſtian liberty, by cormmanaing will-ws ſhip, 
the dofrine of men , without any warrant out Of 
Gods word, 

Againe Necromancers and Sorcerers turne their 
f:ces to ths Exiſt, when tney ea their enchanrments: 
and it lir:1:: b:comes Chriſtians to follow Witches, 
and Corjurersin their ſuperſtitions, and divellith 
deyortions,by preferring Eft before Velt. 

It being a Ceremony of all other moſt foolifh,he- 
reticall,Papiſticall, Paganicall,and Magicall, 

Let us therefore in the narac ofGod, hate with the 
Prophet David, the abomizatioas and ſuperſtitious 
Vanitics, 

If we hate them not.Gyd will hate vs,and abhorre 
our feltivitics with ail che pomp and glory of our 
Church. 

As hetold the 1ſraelites inthe fifth of Amos,v. 21. 
1hatc and abhorre your feaft dayes, 1wik not (mell your 
folemne aſſemblies. Take away from me the noyſe of thy 
ſongs ,1 will not heave the melody of thy inſlrument 5: for 
ye have born the Tabtrnacle of Molock,and Chinn your 
Imazes, the flarre of your God nhich yow made to your 

elwe $« 

Such Melects,fuch Chaum,fuch Images and ſtars, 
ſome of us heere have made tro themſelves , lift vp 
your cyes, yvu praiſed them; ſet up alofr,round this 
Church. 
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Harke then what Chrift ſaith to the Angell of the 
Church of Epheſus, Revel,z. 

Remember from whence thou art fallen,andrepert and 
age thy fir(f warkes , elſe 1 will come quickly.andremove 
thy Candleſtick ont of his place, except thou repent, 
© This is done,their Candlefticke is removed, that 
pretious pearle the Goſpell is taken from the Fphe- 
fians,and in ſtead thereof, Mahometiſme raigns there. 

So if we remember not from whence we are fallen 
and doe the firft works, and worſhip our God ſin- 
cerely, abandoning Idolatrous,and ſuperfiirious va- 
aities, | 

Our Candleſticke will be removed,and the light 
07 Gods truth will be taken from us. 

Then ſhall we be overwhelmed againe, with Anti- 
chriſtian clouds of Agyptian darknefſe,which God 
for his mercics ſake give us grace to avoid. 

By repenting,by amending our lives,by forſaking 
our Idols, and by hating all manner of ſuperſtitious 
vanities. To God the Father, God the Sonne, 

and God the holy Ghoſt, three perſons in 
Trinity,one God in unicy,be aſcribed 
all honour,and glory,all might and 
m2aj-ſty,all power and domini- 
on, NOW 2nd Cyvermores 
AMen. 
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
